has endowed, Harvard has’ chosen the 
New England Colonial style of archi- 
tecture.so beautifully. exemplified in 
its ancient buildings in. the College 
Yard.

Incidentally, similar types of cars 


‘have been in: operation on the: Southern 


Pacific out of San Francisco for ‘about 
ten’ years, and are also in “service on 
thie’ Missouri Pacific and other ines. 

While in these cats with the increased 
seating arrangement the ‘passengers do 
not have quite so much room as in the 
ordinary typeof coach, the endeavor is 
to furnish: éach. passeriger with a seat 
of ,substantially the width provided on 
the rapid transitlines for travelers, the 
journey of many of whom is quite sim- 
ilar. On this basis, the seats for three 
have room for three and seats for two 
have room for two. It is only in com- 
parison ~< with the. exceptionally roomy 
seats which have previously been pro- 
vided, and which are not really im- 
perative for short distance travel under 
these circumstances and difficulty, that 
the 8pace:seems limited. 

The purpose of the new car is not, as 
stated in your editorial. topic, to shorten 
the train length. It is to be-ablé to con- 
tinue to give every passenger a seat on 
the trains of heavier travel, which ob- 
viously are the trains of greater length; 
and as they have been crowded,. hence 
the desirability of relief in the best 
practicable manner that ‘we could’ ar- 
range. - 

In conclusion, let me -say that this 
company ‘would be only too happy were 
it able to operate a sufficient number of 
trains of ordinary coaches to give every 
commuter a seat, but in view of the 
physical Hmitations explained above, it 
is hoped that those who travel at times 
of inconvenience will assist us under 
these tonditions in bringing ut the 
best: use of the facilities whi 
our command.

Memories of an Eclipse. 

To the Editor of The.New York Times: 
The letter of: the Rev. J. C. Jones of 
Brooklyn concerning the solar eclipse of 1869 





(net -1868) -brings to mind my. own imprés-- 


sions of the event; for I too, as a boy of 8, 
saw it from the little village of Lyons, 
Towa, on. the bank of the Mississippi, and 
my memory of the way it impressed my 
young mind is very vivid, . 

My ‘father, @ physician, had prepared me 
for the eclipse by a very clear talk which he 
illustrated’ by means of a lamp and two 
balls. He told me that I might live to be 
an old man without seeing another” The 
eclipse was in the Summer, reaching the 
total phase at about 5 o'clock of a cloud- 
less afternoon. Sooh after. dinner, -which in 
the West at that time was in the middle or 
the day, the children of the neighborhood 
began to make smoked glasses by holding 
bits of broken window pane in the flame of 
a candle. While some smoked them too lit- 
tle, others made them quite opaque, but 
all managed to blacken the tips of their 
noses on the smoky: side. 

I. think all.the children were impatiently 


waiting for the éclipse to. begin, For two 


hours before it was due some of them were 
looking through the pieces of glass, At about 
3 o'clock gomeée one. saw a little notch in 
the sun‘and after that we all watched the 
progress of the growing dark spot. I was 
surprised that the notch started below th 
middle of the sun’s disk and not as I Had 
expected. 

Some 6f us went later with the grown-ups 
to a place beyond thé village for a. clear 
view as the ‘eclipse neared totality. We 
stood in the edge of. a grove of smali-trees. 
Presently my father told us to watch the 
shadows of the “lJeaves. “I remember pers 
fectly that they were at first like half a 
sun and: later like’-thin new moons. 

Every one noticed that the cows came home, 
and afterward seemed amused to see them 
going back to pasture:;, The chickens went 
into their coops and came out again for the 
rest..of the long -afternoon, Even to u
